TO  MY  CUSTOMERS

methods  that  are  of  inestimable  help  to  the 
aahlia  grower.  All  these  new  ideas  we  add  to 
our  comprehensive  set  of  directions,  for  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  our  customers. 

In  all  . the  previous  years  that  I  have  exhibited 
my  flowers  at  the  numerous  state  fairs  and 
flower  shows  throughout  the  country,  I  have  re¬ 
frained  from  mentioning  in  my  catalogue,  the 
many  cups,  ribbons  and  other  prizes  w^hich  I  have 
won  in  open  competition  against  the  best  dahlia 
growers  anywhere. 

Now,  at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  friends, 

I  feel  I  should  publish  this  information  as  being 
of  legitimate  advertising  value.  So,  on  the  inside 
front  cover  of  my  1929  catalogue  I  will  show  in 
natural  colors  the  Five  Grand  Championship  Blue 
Ribbons,  won  in  the  last  four  successive  years  as 
First  Prizes  at  the  Colorado  State  Fair  at  Pueblo, 
Colorado.  On  the  inside  back  cover  I  will  display 
the  Silver  Cup  won  at  the  Colorado  Springs  Gar¬ 
den  Club  show  of  1928,  as  First  Prize  over  all 
classes  and  all  competitors. 

In  addition  to  the  above  Grand  Prizes,  I  have 
won  over  100  Blue  Ribbons  in  open  competition 
which  lack  of  space  prevents  showing  in  the 
catalogue. 

If  we  have  made  the  slightest  mistake  in 
your  name  or  address;  or  if  your  name  or  address 
have  been  changed  we  will  thank  you  to  let  us 
knov7  at  once  so  that  we  can  correct  same  on  our 
books  at  once. 

Dahlias  were  first  discovered  in  the  Rocky 
Mountain  region.  For  this  reason  I  claim,  with¬ 
out  fear  of  contradiction,  that  dahlias  grown  here 
produce  seed  and  tubers  of  greater  vigor  than 
those  grown  anywhere  else  in  the  world.  Why 
not  ?  This  is  their  original  habitat.  The  above 
statement  is  proven  by  the  superior  beauty, 
coloring  and  size  of  the  blooms  grown  by  many 
of  my  customers  who  say,  “Colorado  dahlia  tubers 
and  seeds  are  the  only  ones  that  produce  a  strong 
and  extensive  growth  the  first  year,  and  do  not 
have  to  be  acclimated. 

DAHLIA  SEED. — We  grow  five  acres  of  dah¬ 
lias.  We  gather  our  seed  from  only  our  very 
finest  variteies.  Furthermore  we  select  by  hand 
only  the  best  seed.  That  is,  we  save  only  the 
strong  vigorous  seed  from  the  seed  pod,  and  dis¬ 
card  the  light,  chaffy,  undeveloped  seed.  All 
our  seed  is  hand-picked,  hand  threshed,  and 
hand-sorted.  Compare  our  prices  for  these  seeds 
(about  one  cent  each)  with  the  three  cents  to  five 
cents  per  seed  up  that  other  seedmen  and  dahlia 
growers  charge.  If  you  wish  to  grov/  a  large 
field  of  dahlias  the  first  season,  and  are  not  able 
to  obtain  a  sufficient  assortment  of  tubers.  It

would  be  advisable  to  purchase  seed  and  set  out 
the  seedlings. 

This  seed  is  put  up  in  packages  of  50c  and 
$1.00  sizes. 

ALUMINUM  TAGS.— How  many  of  you 
older  growers  have  used  paper  or  wooden  tags 
to  your  sorrow?  Invariably  the  names  fade  when 
wet.  We  now  use  aluminum  tags  with  the  names 
embossed,  that  last  indefinitely.  To  avoid  mis¬ 
takes  we  bury  the  tags  with  our  finest  tubers.  We 
can  furnish  these  tags,  copper  wired,  for  10  cents 
each  or  $1.00  per  dozen.  Beware  of  zinc  tags, 
that  corrode  the  first  year.
